They saw 
how the ore was crushed into a fine 
powder, how it was separated from 
its impurities, and how it was readied 
for the blast furnace so it could be 
made into steel. While on the surface 
the boys also saw the plant’s labor- 
tories, drafting room, various shops 
and storage facilities, and many other 
facilities used to make a successful 
iron ore mine. 

The trip, which was expense free 
for the boys, was conducted under the 
co-sponsorship of Columbia Univer¬ 
sity, Bethlehem Steel Company, and 
the Woman’s Auxiliary Group of 


America.

Press Conference

On April 7, a press conference was held at the Morosco 
Theater, 217 West 45 Street, for the benefit of the city’s 
student editors and reporters. The main purpose of the 
conference was to get the students more familiar with 
Lincoln Center and what it will mean to them. Some 400 
students from public, private, and parochial high and 
junior high schools attended. 

Noted members of the panel were: Miss Jane Fonda, 
daughter of famed actor Henry Fonda, who made her 
Broadway debut this season; Mr. Reginald Allen, execu¬ 
tive director of operations for Lincoln Center; Mr. Mark 
Schubart, dean of the Juilliard School of Music; Mr. 
Howard Taubman, music critic for the New York Times; 
and moderator of the panel, George D. Stoddard, execu¬ 
tive vice-president and chancellor of the New York Uni¬ 
versity and chairman of the Lincoln Center student pro¬ 
gram.

Lincoln Center will be completed during the next few 
years at an estimated cost of 75 million dollars, and will 
occupy a 14 acre site on Broadway and Columbus Aven¬ 
ues, between 62 and 66 Streets. Lincoln Center will con¬ 
tain five major buildings, all of the latest in modern 
design, with year-round air conditioning. The five archi¬ 
tectural masterpieces are: the Metropolitan Opera House, 
new home-to-be for the Metropolitan Opera; the Dance 
Operetta Theater; the Philharmonic Hall, also new home- 
to-be for the New York Philharmonic; the Juilliard 
School of Music; and the Repertory Rrama Theater and 
Library Museum. 

Philharmonic Hall First 

The first of the five buildings to be completed will be the 
Philharmonic Hall. It will be equipped with a 5,498 pipe 
organ and facilities for summer “pop” concerts. The open- 
ng of the new Metropolitan Opera House at Lincoln Cen¬ 
ter will begin a new era for the Metropolitan Opera. Dur¬ 
ing the past the Metropolitan Opera Association has had 
to compromise in their productions because of the lack of 
space for scenery and other unforeseen difficulties. The 
new Opera House will combine convenience with pleasure 
and eliminate all those problems. Internationally known 
stars, as well as newcomers, will appear on the modern 
stages of the new Opera House. The completion of the 
Dance Operetta Theater and Library Museum will bring 
about a history making event in the field of performing 
arts. The Dance Operetta Theater will be the first major 
theater in America built primarily for ballet and opera. 
The new Library Museum will be the first ever construct¬ 
ed solely for the performing arts. It will contain more than 
a half million books, as well as a vast collection of sheet 
music, theater programs, photographs and musical scores. 
Lincoln Center can also boast of its own drama training 
school, the Juilliard School of Music. It will give compre¬ 
hensive training to the gifted student in drama, music 
and dance. The school will have studios, practice rooms, 
classrooms, workshops and a theater. There will be no 
barriers of age, race or religion.

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Tech Boys Attend 
Nuclear Congress

On April 7, 1960, six students and 
a teacher represented East New York 
at the Annual Nuclear Congress held 
at the New York Coliseum. They were 
James Healey, Fred Miller, Richard 
Vengazo, and Henry Mortko, all of 
class 6TM1, and John Brauchler and 
Melvin Nealy of 6TM2. The teacher 
was Mr. Goor, their physics teacher. 

The purpose of the Nuclear Con¬ 
gress was to discuss the problems, 
achievments, and opportunities in the 
field of nuclear energy. 

The first speaker, R. Schenberg, 
Director of Science, Board of Educa¬ 
tion, spoke about the various nuclear 
fields open to qualified youngsters. 
The next speaker, Mr. George L. Gla- 
sheen, spoke about the ever increasing 
uses of atomic energy. 

Dr. Augestine Kinsel, who has six 
honorary degrees in math, science and 
law, and is a director in nine corpor¬ 
ations then told the audience about 
the opportunities for youngsters in 
the field of nuclear energy. He said 
that in the past twenty years, salary 
rates for the scientists have increased 
logarithmically. 

Mr. John G. Dunning then spoke 
on the educational preparations need¬ 
ed to insure nuclear progress. This 
consists mainly of math and science. 

The group then visited the exhibi¬ 
tions of many companies. They in¬ 
cluded different types of atomic reac¬ 
tors built to scale, equipment used to 
detect atomic radiations, the use of 
radioisotopes in medicine, and auto¬ 
matic radioactive handling devices. 

When the congress was adjourned, 
your reporter asked Mr. Goor for 
comments on the meeting. He replied 
that there is a need for varying abili¬ 
ties in the field of nuclear energy, 
from the scientist with many degrees, 
to the engineer and the technician, and 
the many secretaries, salesmen, and 
general help. He also stressed that if 
you are interested in a certain field, 
you should do everything possible to 
work in it. 

James Barr os Tops 
In Essay Contest 

James Barros of 6TM2 won first 
prize in the Executive Stewards and 
Caterers Association Essay Contest. 
Each year the E.S.C.A. sponsors a 
teen age contest to stimulate interest 
in food service among young people.

E.N.Y. will also receive 
a certificate of participation. These 
awards will be presented after the 
judging of the national competition 
in which Barros’ essay has now been 
entered.
